THE THIEVES' MARKET. 

How Ilurgluraiind Others Oel Itld of Their 
Hpoll. In Ituaala, 

The most Interesting shops In Russia 
are in what Is called the thieves' 
■iTnrkot, whom you may be suro that 
every lliing you pee is stolen proporty. 
There is n law under which n merchant 
in Iho thieves' quiirter Is ponnltlod to 
buy nl his own risk from any ono who 
oomos to sell, nnd nflur n certain timo 
has boon given tlio owner nnd the 
police to recover his property, ho may 
expose the niilcle for sal i to tbo pub- 
lic. Tlio pawnshops are conducted by 
Ibe covers tuent, and there nil unre- 

deoinctl pledgos am said nt public 
Motion nflor a year nnd n dny havo 
expired, hut Iho purchaser is not al- 
lowed to examine the good* nor 
purchnso what ho wills. All articles 
are put up in tho ordor of thoir num- 
bers, llto unclaimed paoknges nt nn 
express office, and il one wnuta to 
bid ou a pnrliculnr nrtlclo ho must 
wnlt till it ll rencheil on tho list. In 
tho thlovcs' markol, howevor, there is 
no pawning. Kv ery thing ia purchased 
outright or left by tho Ihief with the 
meruhaut for salii on oomnilssion. 

Usually n thief who lues nn arllcloto 
sell is oompoled to wait thirty dnys 
lieforo ho recolvos his pay, and, In tho 
meantime, tbo owner has til* right lo 
rocovor by proving his property, 
through tlio pollro, ami paying tho 
merchant a foo for his sorvlec, but 
very shrewd menus aro taken by tho 
Jowa Ihnt infest this quarter to ovode 
tho pac e ve ry of such nrtioloa. Tho 
thieves with nrtlclos for snlo aro usu- 
ally tbo servants of tho higher clastos 
w ho pilfer their mnstois and mistresses 
of ornaments, clothing, chiiin, books 
and other articles which nro not 
miascd till long after tho limit 
of exemption from reoorory. In these 
■hope tbo brlc-u-brac buuler can find 
a inlno of ciii Iob nnd jowolry (bat can 
lie purchased very cheap. I found 



ehlnn Ihnt hnd been siolon from the 
Winter Palace, nnd olhor Imperial resi- 
dences, ami was Inld thitt after nn < n- 
tertaliimeiit Iho thieves' quarter wns 
n'wnys full of II, Iho wnllcrs carrying 
it away under ilwir coals. We knew 
it was gonuiiio by Iho marks nnd Iho 
pattern, (or wo Im l been through Iho 
china chisels of tlio palace Iho day be- 
fore. All sorts of clothing, bats, 
boots, shoos, shirls. cravats dresses, 
skirls, stockings and every conceiva- 
ble article that outers into tho uso of 
Men nml women can be purehasod In 
the thieves' ipinrlct, and the buyer need 
nsk no quesllun. An article exposed 
for snlo there Ihnt bai not bee I stolen 
is n* 1 rare as nn honest denier. — Wt (X

FISHING IN RUSSIA. 

tVhero Hie IiI.ih or Hpnrt Hue. Not Play 
Any Purt In ditching Kl.b. 

The fishery Irndes are systemnlie* 
ally pursued in It issia, sinco so much 
of tho national life depend* on these 
industries. Asnguieral rule, n coin 
pnny ol capitalists bogins by funning 
a llshing.stn'lou (iitscliing); nnd hero 
they mako a dam; catch lliu fish; lliey 
manufacture nols, hnrpoo is. Imps 
ami lnres| thoy convert lub- refuse —• 
bonds, Ixutos, scnlos, entrails nnd 
armndl Into glue, gelnllno and Isin- 
glass, or oven inlo maiiure; they split, 
clean, salt, smoke or freeze the fish, 
nud they distribute them through thu 
country to their ngeiits lit sale, much 

of ibis latter work being don* by 

sledges ill WlotrT to snvo freight. 
They nlso pursuo Iho more luerntlvo 
lisb indnstrios, such ns manufactur- 
ing iho Quest kind of Isinglass and 
gelatine, as well ns Ihnt curious fish 
product known as e i\ In re. "'Twos 
Caviare to the General," wrote Shakes- 
peare, w hen Nn it issinn com 
pan v of Loudon Intro (need it 
io tills aonnfrr, nnd unless man train 

Ihomsclvo* to like it, just irsthey train 
themselves lo enl olives, they are still 
llkoly eiiougli to sputler when they 

getamooibial of it. Caviar* is tbo 

roe of thu ilnrgaon Irlbo of fish; but 
salmon nml pike roes nro usually 
added, toassisiiu increasing tho bulk 
The roe is cleaned, then washed with 
Vmegari salted nn l dried, whon It Is 
packo I in casks. The best quality Is 
prepared more * carefully from Iho 
sturgeons alone. Too suiting is con- 
dueled in long, narrow bags of linen, 
Which are hung along a cord and liulf 
filled with roc. A very strong; 
brine i*. iben poured Into each bag 
until It overflow*. When the brlno 
bus sll passed through, tho bags nro 
tnkou down, carefully squeezed to ox- 
pel tho tliperflaon* liquid, nnd nfter 
a abort sxposurc to the air, packed In 
casks. Tho liner quality of caviare 
made is Ihnt prepared from the ster- 
let roo; but this is said not lo find its 
way Into commerce, being reserved 
mainly for tho Czar's table, ll has 
beouslntod that 3 S00 OOJ i omuls of 
caviare aro annually peeked at As- 
trakhan alone. 

Every known method of fish -culture 
is probably pursued in Russia, from 
the spear io the book, nnd from tho 
not to Iho trap; bul as tbo Russian 
fishes for commerce, nnd not for sport, 
tho sanity of a man who prefers a 
•■fly" lo a draggiug-net would bo 
strongly questioned, lit other words, 
'legitimate ■port" is a enusidcralion 
which novel enter* lb* Russian's head. 
Tho fishery Is Iho best harvest, and 
tbo besl man is bo who honsts tho big- 
gost lake, , Tho fishing season is a 
timo of joy, for Ihon each mnn knows 
bo Is earning his best wnges. Al Iho 
fishing soason, therefore, the village* 
are full of lifo and mcrr'.mmt. Bun* 
fires nro lighlcl on tbo shore lo pre- 
pare food for the fishermen, and cnrls 
are held In readinesi lo Inko tho mon- 
sters off nl once to tho e'.caulng-hotisos, 
whoro mnn ami women nro busily ou- 
gaged in tlio various prncotscs. 

Night expeditions aro preferred by 
Iho villagers. Beyond tho prow of the 
boat hangs nil iron cage, in which 
burns a lire of nine logs The fish 
come III shoals Inward tho light) nnd 
n man slnmliug in the boat harpoons 
tlie, n with n spear of lliroo prongs.— 
Chambers' Journal

Bow Thoy Produce Cx<|Ui.ito Ilanglra of 
the Choice. t Ile.lglis. 

Ono of my 0 imuAOlon*, having 
mndo a bargain with Iho smith, hand- 
ed him three English florin* which be 
desired to have manufactured Into ono 
bangle of the eholoeet East ludinn de- 
sign nnd Workmanship Tho coolio 
man bentud Iho coins, cut them into 
narrow pieces, of whbb ho woldedlbo 
onds togolhtr, using hummer nud 
anvil, thus making a bar of four or 
five inches long, nnd ns I remember, 
two or three lines in w idlh mid thick- 
ness. Covering one ond of Ibis atrip 
of tnotnt wilh damp clay. In protccl 
his lingers from I he hoat, tho bnnglc- 
mnker sluck Iho silver Into Iho dlnrin- 
utlvo eharooal lire, which ho sot aglow 
by blowing Lhrongh a tube similar in 
appearance to n glass-blower's pipe. 
Whon Iho metal wnsal a dull roil heat 
he beat ll soundly, forging it round 
and smooth lo tho diameter of tele- 
graph w ire; then, carefully bending it 
in n circle joined the two cuds, weld- 
ing lltom together neally and with 
dispatch.

The Clarksville Chronicle, that or- 
gan ol infinite .lest, gives ns another 
s.implo of its refined humor in thu 
following: ''Clarksville is a long 
ways ahead of liopkinsville in every 
good thing except her murder dock- 
el," It is refreshing to know that 
our esteemed contemporary classifies 
Iho "murder docket" with the "good 
tilings." With this view of the ques- 
tion, which is strikingly original, we 
are forced to tho conclusion that our 
city has been relieved of a number 
of thugs andj.outlaws, the like of 
which still tlourish around Claiks- 
villo like "green bay trees." 



A bill has passed the llouso refor- 
ming the common school laws. One 
\aluable feature of it is, it makes lb* 
examination aud duties of County 
Superintendents more stringent. This 
is one olllccr the people of every 
county should elect without reference 
to party atlllations, or if tho partisan 
spirit is to prevail the majority 
should always put forward a compe- 
tent man. The educational condition 
of a county is ot necessity deplorable 
when the Superintendent is either a 
lo/.y or an ignorant man, and, besides, 
he should be tired with patriotic zeal 
for hiswork and. not driven by a beas- 
tial desire to draw his salary aud Iced 
at the public crib. 



.V bill was passed by the l.oglsla 
lino the other day appointing Ibreo 
senators utid four representatives to 
investigate the I. . & N. lobbyists at 
Krankl'ort. The bill cites numerous 
indignities supposed lo havo been 
committed against decency aud order, 
and proposes a complcto moral revo- 
lution in the way things aro man 
aged. To an observer at this dis- 
tance it seems that the bill is either a 
humiliating confession, or an odious 
charge, of corruption among our leg 
islators ; in either case the parties to 
be investigated should be tho law 
makers themselves, who In succumb 
iug to tho bribos of lobbyists have 
violated all tho principles of man 
hood and honor. Hut wo go a step 
further and say that if such a stato of 
facts oxist, as set forth in tho bill, the 
whole town of Frankfort should be 
swept clean of tho boodlers. This 
one fact i* true, however, vultures 
feed only where carcasses are, aud if 
the Legislature was strictly business, 
if the members opculy and unreserv- 
edly acted up to principle, if when a 
bill came before them it was well 
understood that they would always 
do tho right thing— thou there would 
be no lobbyist, either corrupt or In- 
corrupt, and our representatives 
would bear as fair a name as lb* 
Supreme Justice. 

In the debate on the bill Senator 
Clay said that the L. & N. had sub- 
sidized the press of this State. The 
Senator was doubtless hot in the col- 
lar when he mado this remark. The 
Sorrii Kentic kiax will niako oath 
to the fact that never in tho history 
of this paper has any railroad ever 
come to us with a proposition, direct- 
ly or indirectly, that could bo c 
strued into an attempt at bribery, 
and we believe this is true of th 
Stato press at large. Mr. Clay was 
doubtless "performing" for the bene 
lit of tho Itailroad Commission, aud 
when the Kenti i kiax, or anyothor 
paper, advocates the Thomas bill, or 
any measure hostile lo the Commis- 
sion, it but echoes the voice of Hie 
people expressed iu printed inter- 
views had in all tho prlnciplo towns 
of the State. Mr. Clay has made an 
ass of himself iu preferring this 
wholesale charge of corruption 
against (ho newspapers, and ho need 
not expect to be dubbed a "reformer" 
for this solitary oratorical attempt to 
save the country. 

In regard to tho L. & N. lobby this 
fact is lo bo considered: the Com- 
pany is probably the largest properly 
holder in the Stale, and when au at- 
tempt is being made to transfer tht 
management of its affairs into the 
hands of an inexperienced Commis- 
sion with extraordinary powers, il 
cauuot bo blamed for looking after 
its own Interests. We do uot pro- 
pose to vindicate any injustice the L 
&N. may have Inflicted upon the 
people of this Stale, hut as a plain 
mailer of busiuces no mau can blame 
the Company for ati honest effort to 
protect its projicrty and its business. 
This is simply common sense. 

One word about lobbyists iu gener- 
al. It is a great mistake to suppose 
that every mau who goee to Frank 
fort lo look after a measure that con- 
cerns himself or his community, is a 
corruptiouisls. l'eople have begun 
to suspect the fidelity of representa- 
tives In many mattera of great im- 
portance, lienllemen who go lo the 
Legislature as lobbyists frequently 
are sent by tho peoplo at homo that 
they may keep their representative 
from being led with the nose-ring ol 
"courtesy" Into forbidden paths by 
somo filibustering boss in tho As 
sembly. Lobbyists are as frequently 
angels ot light as they are demons ot 
darkness, dust let the represouta 
lives plant their standards on the 
heights of fidelity to principle, loyal 
ty to constituency, consecration to 
country, and commit matrimony with 
honor and integrity, and the boodlers 
would aooucr call tipju tho motin 
tains to fall upon them than to at- 
tempt to live about the state capltol 



THE WHIM* QUESTION, 

Last Friday the Senate concurred 
iu the llouso bill to ro-subiull the 
prohibition question to Iho voters of 
Christian county. T he signature of 
tho Coventor is all that is now need 
od to fix tho matter. Tho bill places 
tho olectiou on the first Saturday iu 
May, 1880. Eteb voter is to answor 
the question, "Aro you in favor of 
the repeal of tho act prohibiting the 
lalo Of intoxicating liquors in this 
county '!", the "yes" or "no" answers 
to be recorded in separate columns 
opposite the names of tho voter*. 

As can well bo imagined tlte pas- 
sago of thlsbill has placed the whisky 
question afresh on tho markot. In 
order to ascertain tho sentiment of 
our people, tho Kkstltkian inter- 
viewed several citizens. Their views 
will be found below aud are worlh 
considering. 

.lames llrcathitt I "The matter as it 
now stands is unsettled and unsatis- 
factory. Tho law has been disre- 
garded openly, and the bill places the 
election at a distant date that it may 
be given a fair test. Prohibitionists 
ought to desire another vote, because 
the law to be at all effectivo needs 
another vindication. Another elec- 
tion will settle the question perma- 
nently, and is the only way to bring 
about a better stato of affairs. These 
wero tho considerations that led to 
the framing and passage of tho bill." 

Ike llurnctt: "I have alwaya been, 
and am now, opposed to prohibition. 
I believe it is a failure aud ucver will 
leeomplbh what its advocates claim 
it is attended with untold evil 
which can hardly be avoided. A re- 
porter visited all thu prominent towns 
iu Maine aud informs the X. Y. Her- 
ald that in every place whisky was 
sold openly iu the faco of tho law. 
Prohibition will not prohibit, and 
therefore Vtn against it." 

Judge It. T. Petrce: "I believe pro- 
hibition is as strong iu the county 
now as ever. The passage of the law 
was but half tho battle. We must 
have prohibition cotiuly officers, aud 
I am In favor of running a ticket ou 
that platform, not lo orgauizo a third 
party but forma local organization 
for (his special object. Until our 
OffijI*]* want Iho law onforccd il 
never will be enforced, and the thing 
Is to get auti-whisky olliccrs. The 
people in tlte county, where the law 
has been observed, »ro strong for 
prohibition. Iu another contest 1 
believo the "drys" would wiu as bo- 
fore." 

John Feland, Sr. : "I'm blue over 
the situatiou. Thoy have put the 
elecllou off a year, and we are going 
to have hades In town between now 
and that time. Ou tho presumption 
that tho law will bo repealed next 
May, the whisky sellers will be more 
llagraut iu thoir violations or the law 
from now on and 1 dread Iho infer- 
I believe tho prohibitionists can 
carry the county again. There is 
only two things wo can do, either 
elect prohibition olliccrs and enforce 
the law strictly, or gel high license. 
I'm going to talk with somo of the 
whisky men and see if we can't gel 
the bill amended so that the City 
Council will bo allowed to charge 
high for llccusee. I waut to avoid 
the trouble between now and ucxl 
May. The argument against the law 
is that it is violated, and they will 
now violate it more than ever to make 
the argument stronger. We could 
win in a contojt, but high liccuec 
looks like the best compromiso for 
the present." 

Thoso opiuions arc the utterances 
of thoughtful men and are worlh 
considering.

Natural Gas* 

A Visit to the Well And Some 
Points absut the Enter- 
prise. 

In company with Judgo It. T. I'o- 
troe, Prof J. W. Bust and Mr. M. D. 
Kelly, a Kkntuckian reporter visited 
tho gas wells Saturday afternoon, 
lie found the workmen trying to take 
out HO feet of casing which had stuck 
in the loose sand iu the well. Tl.o 
well has reached a depth of 10o fcol, 
and tho manager says the sands look 
exactly liko the samples from other 
wells where gas has becu found. 
Theso samples of sand, shale, or clay 
aro kept in small bottles so that the 
visitor can sec a geological section of 
the well al a glance. Thursday a 
mineral stream was struck which ex- 
perts pronounce excellent "blue lick." 
It was this stream that caused (he 
trouble with the casing. Tho well 
will besuuk 1,000 feet as per contract, 
and the "boss" informed us that with 
good luck he expected to finish in Ls 
days more. 

Tho manner of boring is interest- 
ing. There aro four workmen, 
Messrs. Wiibelm, Furgoson, Connelly 
and Cai nes, two of whom serve from 
midnight till noon, the remaining two 
laboring tho rest of tho day. The 
drill ia a metal rod 40 feet long, 
worked with a heavy walkiug-boam 
which is operated with an engine 
under a pressure of 7i lbs>. of steam. 
The superincumbentderrick Is 05 feet 
high. Tho laborers aro provided 
with all manner of tools and seem to 
bo experts at tho busiuoss.

Many ofihe I'onnsyl- 
vanla wells apout forth both oil and 
gap, some either only. These pa.cou.

These aro high 
pressure wells fouud at 1'ittsburgand 
Flndluy, O. Others, In Indiana es- 
pecially, are kuown as low pressure 
wells aud yield from 1,000,000 cubic 
feet downward. Natural gas dis- 
placed in lm> 0,000,000 tons of coal 
valued at $0,000,000. 

"Gas is gaseous petroleum. Pre- 
torleuin Is a niixiire of thirty distinct 
bodies, forming an interesting chemi- 
cal compound. All of these ingrc- 
dienlssro inflammable. Natural gas 
iu a pure condition is eolorleas, ordor- 
less, tasteless and lighter than any 
other gas except hydrogen. Natural 
gas heats belter than it lights on ac- 
count of a lack of carbon. It is some- 
times found frco in the earth, and 
sometimes iu a petroleum solution. 
Natural gas and petroleum oil all 
come from the sea weeds and animals 
of (he I'alcozoicage, when Iho waters 
of the sea covered this whole terri- 
tory.

County Court Oratory. 

At tho Court of Claims moetlnglast 
week tho following touching incident 
occured. 

On T.icBday, Mr. Turner applied 
for authority to establish a telephone 
in the jail, at an annual cost to the 
county of forty nine dollars, so that 
tho jailer could summon aid incase 
of a mob. Sijuire Warlield moved 
as a substitute that tho jailer bo fur- 
nished with a horn to be only used 
in cases of alarm, aud iu support ol 
bis substitute aald: 

"Horns have bceu celebrated in his- 
tory, in poetry aud in song, 
• Where, oh where was Hmlerlck then! 
Ono blast upon his bugle bom 
Were worth a thousand men." 
Horns have been heard in lofty 
towers, upon the battlements of be- 
leagurcd castles, in merry greenwood 
and in knlghtlv tournament. They 
have been sounded by gay ladies and 
by gallant knights, they have called 
liuutcrs to the chase, aud summoned 
warriors to the fray. There is no 
music in a hollo telephone, the jailer 
should bavo a horn. When its clear 
notes are sounded upon the quiet still- 
ness of tlio midnight air, they will be 
an inspiriting summons to all brave 
men : To arms ! to arms ! the mobbci > 
storm the jail. Sipiiro Davie moved 
ii ii amendment that the County .ludge 
furnish adilTerent horn to each mem- 
ber of tho Court, which his Honor 
picmply ruled out of order, and the 
substitute was adopted.

It Is cencrally 
that the candidates who arc doubtful 
about their own popular strength, 
but do not object to reaping the fruits 
of victory in spito of a majority 
agaiiii-t tbetn, clamor for a mass con- 
vention, and against a primary elec- 
tion. It Bhould not ever bo possible 
for any one man, accidentally acting 
as chairman of a political mats con- 
vention, to do all the voting lu that 
convention for three or four thousand 
men ; yet such things have happened. 
In a primary election many illegal 
votes are invariably cast, but thou, so 
aro legal voles. It often happens in 
a mass convention, especially when it 
Is largo and turbulent, that thochair- 
inaii is the only man present who has 
any "say so."
